SaWBV= © ſeverally , ſpecially conftitme, Greeting : Foraſmuch, as the Lords of Our 
SOS R Privy Conncil by their Proclamation of the date , the twenty fourth day of 
April, 1662. did probibut the importation of theſe pieces of Copper-coyn, called the French 
Doubles or Doits, or other forraign Copper-Coin into tbis Kingdom. Likeas , by another 
Proclamation, dated toe twenty day of July, 1671, not only the importation of all forraign 
Copper-Coyn was prohibited , but alſo the ſame was diſcharged to paſs , or be current within 
this Kingdom: Notwitbiianding whereof, we are informed that great quantities of the ſaids 
Doits have beenof late, and dayly are imported into this Kingdom, and do paſs at a rate 
far above the true intrinſuck worth and value thereof; and alſo far exceeding the rate at which 
theyare current in that Kingdom where the ſame are coyned, whereby O ur Subjefs are ex- 
ceedingly abuſed, Therefore, We, with advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, (but 
prejudice of the ſaids former Proclamations and ofthe penalties therein contained) do bere- 
by probibit and diſcharge all perſons whatſoever in time coming, to import into this Kingdom 
any oits,or other forraign Copper-Coyn: Gertifying ſuch perſons as ſhall contraveen, that 
the Copper-money ſo imported ſh ll be confiſcate to Our uſe, and the Importers thereof ſhall be 
lyable to ſuch puniſhment, as Our Council ſhall think fit to _ And We diſcharge the 
ſaids Doits,and any otber forraign Copper-Coyn either already imported,or that ſhall be im- 
ported hereafter to paſs or be current within this Kingdom at any rate whatſoever. And dif- 
charges the ame to be eitber offered or received by any perſons in payments of money to be 
made to them. AndWe command , and require the Magiſtrats of Burghs, and others in 
Authority , where Sea ports are, the ColleFfors,or Fermourers of Our Cuſtoms, and their De- 
puts to ſeize upon any forraign Copper-money which ſhall be imported , and 10 confiſcate the 
ſame for Our uſe. eAnd Ordains theſe preſents to be printed and publiſhed at the Mercat 
Croſs of Edinburgh , and otber places needful, that none pretend ignorance. The which 
zo do, We commit to you conjunttly and ſeverally Our full Power by theſe Our Letters, de- 
livering them by you duely execute and indorſat again to the Bearer, 

Givenunder Our Signet at Edinburgh, the ſecond day of October, one thouſand , fix 
byndred and ſeventy four, and of Our Reign, tbe twenty ſoxth Tear.
